THE BUDOET'^FitRST PINANCIAL': STATEMEnT. 
OF MR. MOLELAN^kONQ SPKEOHEBrrtPRp- 
PaSED IMPEACHMENT OF 'TWO HEHBER8 
-A ROW OVER 8P0ILS-THB NEXT ELEO-

The chief event of the week has un- 
doabtedly been tho budget. There waa a 
liill house on Tuesday afternoon when the 
finance miciiaterf HiS4 ^>^- MoLelan, rose 
to miik'Chla'fitiaiitirBil atscement^ but the 
attendance in the galleries was very slim. 
It is astonishing what a diminution of in- 
terest waa rannifoated on this occasion as 
compared with the Kiel deb.»to. Three, 
four or live years ago the budget speech 
was the event qf th^^ seeaioi^, but now the 
ge n era! ; p ti bl i'rf jeem|jSi}3 v-Very^-lit tW'' 
about-*^R*^*Tfits'^ may ' be aoaojjnted tor- 
partly by the fuct that few changes of im- 
liortiiiico in the tariU wero anticipated. 
During the four or live aea.sioiiB following 
the adoption- of the national policy read- 
justments of an important character had to 
be made -in-order :tu liarnrionise one 
branoh of'the' ta'tiff with anothep, and this 
hat'ing been about .completed minor 
changes may henceforth only be espeotod 
unless exceptional uircutnatances should 
arise which may require a radical change. 
Me. Mcl^elau said the actual revenue for 
1885 had exceeded the estimate. of 838,- 
000,000 by 8190,000. The groaa expendi-

'I'he receipts up to the same date 
amounted i;tK$24iOoO,000 or a surplus, 
aside from the'rebellion expenditure, for 
the. ciTrrontryeafirup /jto March 20tb, of 
f 574,000.r Hiar: atiinSunceiaen^ that the 
government did ndtMntend to reduce the 
rate of- interest on deposits on 
the post ollice savings bank waa 
received with applause \yhich de- 
veloped into a perfect ati rin of cheering 
when he stated that tho Cauadiau Pacilie 
railway wouiti, ^before .July 1st next, repay 
to the gove^ijiuiiit iu cash thjeir loan of 
twauty milliiJnS^ and very shortly all ac- 
counts'With ib'at oorapnny would be settled. 
This announcement was in keeping with 
what I have already informed your readern 
and will bo haili'd with Kati.sfactiou iu all 
parts of the Dominion. For thr- coming 
ypiir the minister of finance estimated tho 
receipts from customs at $20,200,000; ex- 
cine 97,000,000; postotlice, railways, iiiter- 
OHt nud miscellaneona servicea, $7,300,000, 
or a total of §31,500,000, agniust which 
there was au estimated expenditure of §33,- 
124,550, leaving as tho ostiniatesj now stand 
a surpbis of $l,375,iG0, Follpwing--.Mr. 
McLelau came one.,, of .,tbe., usual "blue 
ruin" speeches by Sir Bioha'rd Gartwrigbt. 
He \VK8 efleotively. replied to by lion. Thoa. 
White, who ou theouo point. of inoi'ease to 
tho public debt ahowed that tho country had 
actually spent twelve millions in public 
works moio than the total iuereaso to the 
debt. 

I.ONQ SPEKCHE3. 

To those who have watched the.prooeed- 
iugR of parUamcnt during the paft few years 
the growing practice on the part .of certain 
members to indulge iu long speeches raiiat 
have, become evident. Thiasosaion promises 
to show no improvement; ou the contrary, 
it looks us if tho dvil is goiuy to increnso. 
Already wo have had one speech of six hours 
and a half, aud three hours of four to five, 
hours' duration. Speeches I called them, 
but they are not speeches; they wight more 
propejly bo '..ijUod carefully prepared essays; 
Parliainentis fiat Josfng its character as a 
deliberajiij^i apseaibly,. The day for debat- 
ing , opiJaara' tdj haveJ^35)nL by, and iu its 
p'liwe baa ^P'^,°8,9P a sy'sfem which every- 
one condemns! but for which, it is the gen- 
eral opinion thure is no remedy. Mr. 
Charlton thinks he can set matters to r!»;ht 
and he therefore has given notict, of a ni>ric» 
of resolutions condemning long speeches as 
a waste of time and patience, andpoisououij 
CO the, true iuteresis of parliament, lis 
pro^oses'tti litait the length of speeches 
according to the ' oircumstanoes under 
which they are to be delivered, two hours 
being the outdide limit allon-ed, and no 
member is to bo permitted to read hia 
speech. The Hansard reportcra and the 
niembora of the press gallery will wel- 
come any change in the direction indi- 
cated, but it is a little amUs^ng to^thiuk 
that the priaoipal offender who will be af- 
fected is Mr. Charlton's own loader, Mr'. 
Blake. 

CllAUaK.S AC.AI.N'ST MK.MBUllS. 

Two serioua charges are preferred by 
Messrs. Blake & JKdgar respectively 
against John White, M. P. for East Hast- 
inga, and Murray Dodd, member for Cape 
Breton, one of the government whips. 
Mr. VVhite is charged, among other 
things, with having used hia position as 
a member of parliament to obtain a char- 
ter and land grant for tlie Erince Albert 
Colonization Po.,'in return 'for w^iob ho 
was to receive s, larao pecu- 
niary considoration and an interest 
in the concern. Mr. Dodd is accused of 
having threatened tho removal, and at 
last sQcurnd it, of a government ofbcial 
in Cape Breton becaiise he wo^lccd and 
voted against the .^'rHent^^intieri Mnp-;. 
dougall, at the la'st election. Special cqm-" 
miltoes are asked for in both cuaea, and 
whether the hoifoo grijnta them or not, a 
lively disQussiou n^ay be anticipated when 
tho matter comes up, 

MEAiqBU.S FALLtNn OU'f. 

The sensation of the week is undoubted- 
ly the falling out of Messrs.' Beaty and 
Woodworth, the former the representative 
of Toronto Weat, and tho latter a Blue- 
hose member. It appears that tho two 
had laid thsir heads togother and seoiirad 
a charter for the North West Central 
railway in Manitoba. They secured aland 
grant of 6400 acres per mile for the roud, 
promises of liberal boimaos, and the out- 
look was oheerinil to thoio that they eaoh 
anticipated making a gi od haul 
out of ll.o uudorlaking. Wuodworth, 
however, wanted tho lion's share, 
und/wrdte "Beaty asking him to " divy 
up"'to' th6Vxtent of half the land grant 
or ho would oppose the further, progress 
of the scheme. ' Beaty could not seB tl^e 
^un in this, and quietly callet^ "a meeting 
of the difeotors ht short notice, so that 
Woo'dworlh could not get to Toronto 
from Nova Scotia in time, had NYood. 



worth dropped from the directorate, and 
Charley Tapper, son .of the ox^nihister 
of railway and A prouiisiiig yi^ung parlia- 
nientarian,, put in his place. Woodworth 
felt y.ery.flore.i about having been outwit- 
ted, and sought his revenge on Wednes- 
day before the railway committeo, when 
a bill to atnend the act chartering the N, 
W. Central came up. Ha gave his ver- 
sion of the afl'idr aiid~ poaed as the "in- 
jured . innocent," but Beaty I completely 
turned the tables on - him by. ^producing 
the Igtt^r in; whicji. Wopdwjbijtblaaked for 
half the . land grant. The affair' has 
caused plenty of talk in the capital, and 
tho opposition will undoubtedly make a 
handle of it at the next election. The- 
upahot of tho revelations is that the bill 
is not likely to pass at all, and the whole 
scheme wdl lapse, a:i. the measnr^oSght 
'Vo'^xtend the time for 6oustruQtitig';;tbe 
road, expired last year.' ' ' ' ' 

TJIK NEXT ELECTION. 

Talking about the next election reminds, 
me that the opinion ia proralont that it 
will take place next fall; in fact, the To- 
ronto Mail, which ia generally pretty well 
informed so annouiicea.

CABLE NEWS. 

' r ■ ENGLAND. 

Lb^iUON, April 15. — Sir Charles Dilke 
has sent to the Queen's proctor a full de- 
nial of the atatemeuta incriminating him 
to the confession mede by Mra. Crawford 
to her husband, and on whicl} the latter 
obtninod the decree uf divorce from her. 
Sir Charles expresses the hope that the 
proctor will tind cauae to intervene and 
reopen tho case for hia vindicatioa. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette saya that the 
proctor has obtained a mass of ° informa- 
tion, on which he will soon take action to 
bring the case before court for ro o.taniina- 
tion. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt, chancellor 
of tho exchequer, introduced the budget 
in the house of coinmoiiH this aveiiine. 
He stated expenses for 1885-80 ,rore i)l,- 
393,327 less than tho eattinatu made by 
Mr. Ohilders a year iigo, making an ac- 
tual dofaoit of £2,642, 9-13 instead of £2,- 
827,171 as oatimited. Tho dimunition in 
rovenuQ woa most markiul tn the case of 
alcohol, tho receipts from which wo"e 
£191,000 bulow lh« estimate and £1,170,- 
000 below the receipts derived from alco- 
hol in 1884 85. For the Gaoal year I88G-87 
the expendituress are estimated at £90,- 
428,69[t, and rerenuo at £89,885,000. It 
ii proposed to meet the delioic by taking 
£(jOO,000 from tho £050,000 Hi)plic;ihlo to 
the reduction of the national dubt, which 
haa been reduced £30,000,000 in the past 
live years. The budget wua adopted by 
the houae. 

The abapuce of niodilicalions of tho 
home rule bill disheartens liberala, and a 
movement is on foot to obtain Mr. Glad- 
stone's assent to the introduction uf a 
motion asking the house of commons be- 
fore the second reading of tho bill to 
adopt a resolution simply affirming the 
uecbssity of istkbllshing a ' legislature at 
Dublin. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, April 15. — Advicas from Zan- 
zibar state tba^ the.naltaa baa refused to 
secede to Portugal the territory claimed 
by her, and that the Portuguese consul 
has on this account loworod his llat; and 
placed tho Portuguese reaidonta under tho 
protection of tho Germun consul.

This 
makea a total of about'500,000 gallons per 
diem, and if we take the population to be, 
say, 13,000, girsi a consumption of 38j 
gallons por head per diem, and conaider- 
iiig that the city is spread over about 2000 
acres involving an unusual length of 
mains and sarvicsa, including much garden 
and pleaaure grounds, large livery atables, 
a fair amount of manufactories, brick 
yards, etc., and perhaps a good ' share of 
avoidable waste, tho total ia, I think, duly 
accounted for. With regard to tho proaent 
supply being deficient in the higher parts 
of the city, I may remark that Victoria 
'\3 in the same boat, su to speak, with 
scores uf other towns; it often happens on 
the'.introdaetionjof ji,8upply in' the firat 
first inntaace to towna having; a consider- 
able ascending grade of elevation that the 
adopted source is then oonaidered as sufU- 
cisnt for the probable future extension of 
the particular city or tuwti — but aa time 
rolla on — much extension of huildinga, 
often in the shape of superior , suburban 
residences reqiiiring much water takes 
place, thus exceeding foimer anticipations 
and the limita of the delivering power of 
the water works, it ia but right to say that 
probably 

NO OTHiiK SOUKCK THAN ELK LAKE 

having the same advantages ia within a 
reasonable diatanofl'pf the city, and there- 
fore the selection- was in-the first place a 

proper one.

I am informed that there is a great 
quantity of water consumed in sprinkling 
gardens, towns, etc. Un this subject I 
think at tho beauty and pleasure of resi- 
dences in the city and ita environi 
is much enhanced by groun vegetation, it 
would bo well to eticpurage its, proper ap- 
plication, whilst -at the same time ' de- 
nouncing nssta. 

AaCTNDANCK or WATER. — 

There is plenty uf water at Elk lake 
and I think it is well worth conveyance. 
Aa I have already atated, ynur chief main 
is now . dwliveriug unequally, hour for 
hour, the first thing to do is to divide 
the city into two zones of diatribution— 
tho lo^ tone and tho high zone; and to 
secure an eiac; equal delivery into a ba- 
sin placed so that it will supply tho low- 
er zone ijilMctually, and the motive power 
capable of development from the delivery 
into the basin, to actuate pumps ao that a 
jiortion of the said delivery may be forced

Whilst on Beaver and Elk lakes, I waa 
shown the floating islands (we have one 
island, at least, iu a lako iu Cuiuberlaud of 
a like natnro) which are a moss of peaty 
soil and decayed vegetable roots, etc. .which 
while the temperature of the water ia low 
sink and remain at the bottom of the lake, 
but in the summer season when theHem- 
porature'of the lake waters is increased, gaa 
is generated and the masses rise to tHo sur- 
faoe and have a new crop of r()uk vegetatibn, 
to be again'sunk and decayed. This sort of 
thing repeated does not improve the' quali- 
ty of the water in tho lako and I would 
Btiggost that you rip those floating massea 
up with a saw into manageable areas and 
tow them to the moHt sheltered bay in Elk 
lake aud anchor them.

Diaortlerly Discussion In ihe 
Canadian IIiiusc of Lords. 

OrrAWA, April C. — The proceedings in 
the senate this session are much mora en- 
tertaining than those in the commons. 
"Houorable" gentlemen viowith each other 
in this mock parliament in the exchange of 
epitheta, interruptions, interjections and 
contradictious. Tho speaker ia incompetent 
to maintain order or decorum. Below 
will be found some oxtraota from the oflloial 
report of one of the oflloial debates only, 
which will give some idea o^ the manner ia 
which these irasoible old gentlemen Conduot 
themselves. They were discussing a mo- 
tion by Senator Mdnuea, declaring that 
British Columbia was entitled to represen?,- 
ation ia the cabinet. 

Hon. Mr. Aleiuuder— As regarding this 
question, tho art or science of cabinet mak- 
ing is one surroundod with groat diffl- 
oulties end embarrassments, and wa aro all 
willing to admit we never had, and I sup- 
pose never will have again, a cabinet maker 
who haa such a profound knowledge of his 
art and of men as our present first minister. 
Sir John A. Mapdonald. He is a model 
cabinet makeri' Vlfr.there is any particular 
talent he possessos more than any other 
man on this aarth, it is a talent for manipu- 
lating meu and framing a cabinet' so ns to 
Jteephis party in power. The leader of the 
government, by his interruptions, sets a 
■very bad example to this house. One 
would siip])ose that he had been educated 
and trainodin some lower sphere of souiety. 
As I said, Hir John is no doubt a modsl 
cabinet maker. One chief objoot with Sir 
.fohu haa been how to keep on hia side the 
church of Komo in all its grandeur, its 
power oud its strength. 

Hoa. Mr. Ki.ulbach— Order. 
Mr. Speaker ruled him quite in order. 
HoD.l\Ir.Alexauder,coDtinuing, charged 
that Senator Macpherson had been called 
to the privy council because he had gone 
round with the hat and got up a te»timo- 
nial to Sir John Maedonald. "What a 
strange reason for a first minister to ap- 
point a person to the privy council, sim- 
ply because he gets him up a testimonial 
of I5.«0,000. Good God, what is the coun- 
try coming to i" After further interrup- 
tions, and the use of the word "boor," 
the speaker ruled Senator Alexander out 
of order, but he continued as follows: In 
conclusion, I can entertain no doubt that 
the leader of this house will persuade the 
members of the senate tliut all appoint- 
ments to tho privy council hav«buon wise- 
ly and properly made. Hia. powers of 
persuasion generally prevail lipce,.-:asp^o^ 
cording to public rumor, they; 'geherally' 
prevail with the fair sex.
